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1. New issue has been raised in claim 1 as "wherein at least one of the semiconductor channels comprise at least one of the 
heterogeneous straight lines." 

2. Examiner takes position as when forming channels (for thin film transistors) from the amorphous semiconductor layer, the gate 
electrode is used as a mask, and after laser crystallization, the heterogeneous straight lines inherently formed at the boundary of the 
regions of crystallized (source/drain regions) and region of less crystallized (channel), [see attachment provided by Examiner for the 
Advisory Action - paper No. 20060210]. Further, in the Remarks of the After Final Amendment, what applicant discusses/argues such as 
"heterogeneous straight lines, which have electrical properties, e.g. conductivity, that are different than other areas of the semiconductor, 
may be formed when a region of the semiconductor is subject to laser beam irradiation" is from the specification, not from the claims. 
Therefore, the discussion/argument regarding this feature would not be given any weight by the Examiner.
